This project will provide for intersection improvements at Route 47 and Chapel Heights Avenue 
and Route 47 and East Holly Avenue.  Route 47 will have a 12-foot through lane, 10-foot 
shoulder, and 12-foot left-turn lane in each direction of travel.  A 4-foot concrete median is 
proposed to provide physical separation of traffic lanes as well as to control access.  The Route 47 
structure over Mantua Creek will be replaced and widened to accommodate a 6-foot sidewalk on 
both sides of the structure.  The Holly Avenue structure will be rehabilitated and widened by 15 
feet.  Intersection improvements include a new signal at Route 47 and Holly Avenue along with 
provision of auxiliary left-turn lanes at Holly Avenue and Chapel Heights Avenue.

On Route 47, the project will provide for a 12-foot continuous left-turn lane as well as two 14-
foot travel lanes.  Left-turn storage will be provided at the intersection of Route 47 and High 
Street, New Street, and West Street, Glassboro Intermediate School, and East Focer Street; corner 
cut-backs will be provided at several cross streets; Focer Street will be signalized.  Route 322 
improvements will provide minimum widening along West Avenue with one 14-foot travel lane in 
each direction.  Left-turn lanes will be provided on Main Street at West Avenue, Main Street at 
Carpenter Street, West Avenue at Main Street.  There will be two 14-foot travel lanes on West 
Avenue, with no parking permitted.  There will be two 12-foot travel lanes on Main Street, with 
no parking permitted.  This project will be bicycle/pedestrian compatible.
